PRUSSIA 8 POSITION ART FORTH. 

I am enabled to state, upon unquestionable 
authority, the position taken by Prussia on 
the Russian question, and which probably 
will be communicated to the British Cabinet 
to-day : 

Prussia maintains that, like Italy, having 
signed one treaty on the 30th of March, 1856. 

which was concladed as mentioned in the 
mrodadiian prefacing the treaty, for the pur- 
ywose of guaranteeing the independe nce and 
_ rity of the Turkish Empire, she, like 

gland, France and Austria, who conelnded 
a “additional treaty on the 17th of April, 
1856, by which they bound them-elves to 
consider any infraction of any stapitulation 
of the treaty of the 30th of Maroh as @ causus 
belli, and obliged themselves to fight for the 
maintenance of a clause to which a great 
power cannot submit forever, and which 
does not In any way infringe the principle 
of the first treaty. 

So far as Prussia ts coneerned, therefore 
she does not regard Ruasia’s position as one 
threatening war, because the St. Petersburg 
cabinet does not intend to en r the in- 
dependence or integrity of Turkey. -The
